Handicapped persons have taught Amcrl- 
can Industry a valuable lesson since the war 
began. Employed at a time of labor scarcity, 
they have shown thot men and women once 
classed as "permanently disabled" can do a 
great variety of Jobs, and establish excellent 
records for high production and low absco' 
teelsm and job turnover In the process.

. handicapped persons cai> do neotly 4,000 dif- 
ferent kinds of work satisfactorily.

So why should we not consider employment 
of the ablebodled as well as the handicapped, 
and on a natlonol scale, as a form ol "occupa- 
tloftal therapy"?
